Ex-professor says 


school failed to act

Allegations involving the 
University of Pittsburgh’s 
Department of Communication 
that sparked a 2004 campus in- 
quiry into faculty-student sex- 
ual relationships stand to be re- 
examined as Pitt opens an in- 
vestigation of new claims by a 
former professor. 

The planned inquiry by the 
university’s Title IX office, con- 
firmed by a Pitt spokesman 
Monday, could include matters 
alleged to have taken place in 
the department one or more de- 
cades ago — some previously 
disputed by the university. 

But the complaints, along 
with a fresh assertion that Pitt 
failed to act, are being re-aired 
in a national climate that has 
changed, with highly publicized 
sexual harassment cases in 
Congress, the media and in the 
entertainment world making 
headlines in recent weeks. 

“We take these matters seri- 
ously,” Pitt spokesman Joseph 
Miksch said. “The university is 
committed to fostering an edu- 
cational and employment envi- 
ronment free of discrimination 
and harassment.”

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump declared a new na- 
tional security strategy on Mon- 
day, echoing the message of his 
2016 campaign as he declared, 
“America is in the game, and 
America is going to win.” 

In a speech at the Ronald Rea- 
gan Building and International 
Trade Center, Mr. Trump faulted 
previous U.S. leaders for failing 
to look out for the nation’s citi- 
zens. He promised to seek open- 
ings to cooperate with rivals but 
added that “we will stand up for 
ourselves and we will stand up for 
our country like we have never 
stood up before.” 

Mr. Trump’s strategy envi- 
sions nations in constant compe- 
tition, brushes aside Obama-era 
warnings on climate change — 
including more extreme weather 
events that could spark humani- 
tarian crises, mass migrations

Amtrak huriles off bridge

DUPONT, Wash. — An Am- 
trak train making the first-ever 
run along a faster new route 
hurtled off an overpass south of 
Seattle on Monday and spilled 
some of its cars onto the high- 


way below, killing at least three 
people, injuring more than 100

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Wolf vetoes bill banning abortion at 20 weeks of pregnancy

PHILADELPHIA — Gov. Tom 
Wolf on Monday vetoed a measure 
passed by the Republican-con- 
trolled Legislature that would have 
restricted abortion rights, calling it 


a “vile assault on women’s ability 
to make their own decisions about 
their own health care.” 

“Make no mistake about it,” Mr. 
Wolf said at a news conference at 
City Hall, Senate Bill 3 “is an attack 
on women. It’s an attack on their 
health, their freedom, their choice, 


their liberties.” 

Mr. Wolfs veto was something 
of an opening salvo in next year’s 
gubernatorial race. Republicans 
including House Speaker Mike 
Turzai, R-Bradford Woods, and 
state Sen. Scott Wagner of York 
County, both of whom voted for the 


bill, are running to challenge Mr. 
Wolf, a Democrat, in November. 
The state GOP blasted Mr. Wolf on 
Monday as a “puppet of Planned 
Parenthood.”
